Snow Removal 

 
The Town of Brookeville contracts with a snow 
plowing service for North, South, Water, the 
eastern portion of Market and the paved 
section of Church Streets. During a snowstorm, 
no plowing begins until an accumulation of 4 
inches of snow has fallen on the streets. The 
Maryland State Highway Administration clears 
Georgia Avenue (Maryland Route 97) - the 
Town's High Street and western Market Street.  
 
Those residents and businesses with abutting 
sidewalks are responsible for clearing their 
sidewalks, driveways and entrances within 24 
hours of the end of a snowstorm. All residents 
are strongly encouraged to be good neighbors 
by clearing the sidewalks in front of their 
homes, as well as assisting those who may not 
be physically able to do so.

If you notice a Pepco street light that is out, 
please look for a metal strip on the wooden 
pole that has the pole number and report the 
location of the street light to the Town Clerk.  If 
the wooden pole does not have a pole number, 
please report the location of the street light.  If

Services provided by Office Paper Systems. 

 All types of paper such as financial and legal documents, receipts, and tax and medical records are 

acceptable  

 Papers with staples or paper clips are acceptable  

 Envelopes with plastic windows are acceptable 

Please remove paper from 3-ring binders and spiral notebooks  

 No plastic or electronic items such as credit cards, CDs, or computer disks  

 Limit: five paper bags or small boxes of paper per household  

Clothing and Household Goods Donation Guidelines 

Donations will benefit A Wider Circle; Interfaith Clothing Center, a program of Interfaith Works; and NAMI 

Montgomery County. Bring quality items that are in working/usable condition. Please bring clothing and small 

loose items in bags or boxes. Tax-deduction receipts will be available upon request. 

 Clean clothing, shoes, accessories, and bed and bath items  

 Miscellaneous household goods such as dining ware, pots and pans, glassware, picture frames, power 

tools, small electronics, arts and crafts supplies, and garden tools  

 Books, CDs, DVDs, etc. (no encyclopedias and textbooks)  

 Furniture and other items such as tables, chairs, bookshelves, and lamps  

 No large appliances, automobile parts, construction materials, or food
